worm station (a distance of about 
one mile) and for a quarter of a 
mile out in the lake the water was 
completely covered with tar. Mr. 
St. John says that no tar is being, 
dumped into Lake Monona. Maybe 
it isn't tar. Maybe I don't know 
the right name for it. But some- 
thing that looks like tar, smells like 
tar, and for what I know tastes like 
tar is • flowing into Lake Monona 
constantly from the gas company's 
sewer.

a feeling of dismay

picked/' detachments charged -with 
the dirty of driving'the fear of the 
German into the soldiers from over- 
seas. 


It .appears to be a sort of gospel 


among the Germans that when they 
attack for the purpose of spread- 


ing terror, after careful plans andj 
preparations, that the adversary' 
should lie low and succumb or sur- 
render at the scheduled moment. 
They are slow to admit that their 
chosen victims may be anything but 
terrorized 
or that they may' be 


found anywhere 
else than 
under 


cover 
when 
"the 
frightfulness" 


comes along. 


Yet they dp find American boys 


at times coming out into the open, 
often rashly and unnecessarily, to 
meet the worst they have to offer. 
This fighting spirit often amounts 
to foolhardiness and that is how 
the Germans classify 
it, although 


more in 
distress than in 
anger. 


Some of the men from across the 
Rhine .declare that it is not only 
foolhardy, but that it violates the 
fighting rules since 1914 for a man 
to face them in the open when it is 
their Attack. 


"We-couldn't take the village be- 


cause the Americans were where 
they had on business to be," said a 
prisoner captured at Xiv»ay on the 
Toul sector. "They came right out 


through1 the barrage and it wasn't 
right." 


Asked why it was not the Ger- 


man replied naively: "They might 
have been killed." 


Although there" is no evidence, it 


is probable that some unnecessary 
losses •' are attributable to tHis te- 
merity—losses that-v'"'1. diminish as 
experience tempers 
. However, 


the Germans have lc.. .-cl that their 
claim' to No Man's Land is ques- 
tioned seriously by the Americans. 
The Germans, in these excursions, 
strive to "rattle" the new soldiers 
as veteran baseball players do a 
newcomer. But as many a diamond 
star has developed from a man hoot- 
ed on-his-first appearance, so real 
soldiers are being made out of boys 
who have met the enemy when they 
were new to the fighting, game.

NIQUE in Wisconsin history is 
the method of enforcing 'law 
and respect'-for society before 


the establishment, of Civil govern- 
ment. After the founding of mili- 
tary posts upon the frontier at Green 
Bay (Fort Howard) and Prairie du 
Chien (Fort .Crawford) peoples of 
those communities were compelled to 
submit their differences to the com- 
mnndin gofficcr for adjustment.

Reaume of Green Bay, are the most 
significant. .Resume had been con- 
nected -with 'the British Indian De- 
partment, and; settled at Green Bay' 
in 1790.

Detroit. 
Judge 


Heaume was a law unto himself in 
those early days when Green Bay 
7/aa without priest or preacher. He 
enjoyed the office of judge for a 
time without memory of when it be-- 
pan; and long was all the business 
of the colony regulated and kept in 
order by the awe-inspiring authority 
and portly person of Judge Reaume. 
He used no coterie of sheriffs to en- 
force his 'mandate. He sent 
his 


jack-knife as evidence that a war- 
rant had been served upon the de- 
fendant. The judge's sentences were 
always to perform work for the 
judge. Sometimes he would fine a 
farmer a load of wood, always to be 
brought-to the judge'-for personal 
use. 
Tells of Reaume. 


"It is reported, but I know not 


with what truth, that his library 
was enriched with two odd volumes 
o f Slackstone, but whether in French 
or English I did not learn," declared 
James Biddies of Pittsburg, Penn- 
sylvania in giving his recollections 
of Green Bay in 1860 and 1861. "A 
gentleman, a friend of mine, had a 
dispute with a troublesome fellow 
about some trifle, and' upon whose 
application sent my friend a .sum- 
mons—instead of paper with name 
and seal, the constable, exhibited the 
well-known large jack-knife of the 
Judge, which had long been made to 
•erve that purpose. On the day of 
appearance, defendant broke ground 
for the Judge's, and stopping at a 
itorc on the way, bought some cheap 
irticle. On approaching the office, 
ie found the Judge at the door, who 
exclaimed-to him. in broken English, 
'You may go away—go away; I baa 
given judgment against ye.' 'Good 
morning, Judge,' 'Good morning; I 
has given judgment against ye.' 
'Coming along by Burgan's store, J 
saw this' small coffee pot hanging 
out, and I bbugh't it to preent to. you 
Judge; will you do me the pleasure 
to accept it?" '0,—yes, tank ye'— 
tank ye—kindly—very much 'bliged 
to ye.' 'Judge, I don't owe that fel- 
low anything.' 'You don't?' 'No, I 
have really overpaid, him.'

since from it they 


could command the approaches 
on 


four sides and their gun nests abont 
it were concealed cleverly in the 
ripening wheat which afforded ex- 
cellent cover.
